3. Update from Planning Dept. 

a. Net Zero Plan: really ramping up. Looking for volunteers. First, a training 
on how to put together an inventory, primarily GHG inventory. Needs 
volunteers to help with data entry over the next 1-2 years, related to your 
interests, maybe 12 hours a year. Second, Clean energy future 
committee needs help reviewing Arlington Sustainability Plan, need to 
take a section to dig into and figure out what we have accomplished and 
what we have not, and then figure out what needs to be carried forward. 
Research and come up with ideas for the net zero plan, look at what 
other communities are doing. If interested: contact Ken directly (Ken 
Pruitt kpruitt(a>town.arlinqton.ma.us ). Greenhouse Gas Inventory 
complete in December, then public outreach after that as 
recommendations to get to net zero by 2050. 

4. Arlington Gas Leaks 

a. MOF tagged 177 gas leaks. Last fall, tagged 315 leaks reported by the 
gas company. Some of these leaks have gone unrepaired for years. 
16,000 leaks across MA. 20+ towns in a multi town initiative to do 
something about gas leaks.
